The abortive London talks , 
also left another convincing 
impression—that the Singa- 
pore delegation never 
really faced the facts of 
the situation, They offered 
the British government 
“responaibility for the 
external defence of Singa- 
pore", but alwnya they spoke 
as if Britain's “interest” 
in Singapore was merely a 
matter of “external defence 
installations.”

MPUEIR thinking aleo went 
astray when the delegates 
suggested that the Com- 
munists in the Federation 
of Malaya are more dan- 
xerous than any elements 
Jn Singrapore, The truth is, 
in fact, exactly the oppo- 
site.

M. Pinesu said ‘that he ond 
Mr Dulles then passed on to an 
exchango of Ideus on the Arab- 
Iscacl friction in the Middle 
East ond discussed the question 
of French and American arms 
shipments to that aorta, 

This problem he sald, was 
very complicated and he did 
not Uke to discuss the course of 
the talks, 


More Trade 


Mr Pineau disclosed that he 
hed pressed for increase 
trades between France and the 
United. States, It had been 
agreed he sata, to sot up a joint 
Franco-American committee of 
trade sexperts to work on this 
problem, 

He sald that the United States 
and France hod “agreed (o re- 
pret” the altitude of the Soviet 
Union towards the Middle East’ 
situation, 

M, Pineau sai@ that in this 
regard he was disappointed in 
the Sovict decision to back the 
Arabs in the United Nations 
when a Britlsh resolution aimed 
at conoiltation was beaten, 

The Soviet samd hod gone 
against assurances given him by 
the Soviet leaders, M. Pineau 
sald. 

He sald he belteved that the 
Security Counoll was “perfectly 
adapted to resolve these difcul- 
thes berween the Arabs and 
Isracl.” 

The current visit of tho now 
Soviet Foreign Minister, Dmitri 
Shepllov, to Egypt was not 
raised.
